Only a war of words was meant as the 
columns of the 8 un clearly show. Not a 
blood but an ink war, gentle neighbors. 
The sweet spirit of gentleness that rules 
the action of y our politician alway s con­ 
fines a post office war to pens not swords, 
for weapons. Don’t forget that when 
y ou talk of a post office wur. Good citi­ 
zens with weak nerves must remember 
tbat in talk ing of a post office war we 
speak only of the “q uirk s of blazoning 
pens,” not swords. Indeed we may say 
with Richelieu: “Tak e away the sword, 
states can be saved without it; bring the 
pen,” for

With this explanation y ou may see as 
plain as the nose on a politician’s face, 
that a post office war actually exists, as 


T h e T e l e g rap h has represented. The 
Sun also confounds what we clearly gave 
as the statements of Mrs. Camp with T h e 


T e l e g rap h ’s remark s. It was reported 
that Mrs. Camp had agreed to resign, and 
she desired this paper to say that said 
public report was not true.

For fully an hour before the time for 
the opening of the market the streets in the 
vicinity of the exchange presented an ani­ 
mated nppearonce. 
Brokers, clerks and mes­ 
senger boys rushed to and fro in a bewilder­ 
ing way, while groups of excited men dotted 
Wall, New and Broad streets, and Exchange 
place discussing tho outlook and indulging in 
speculations us to how the cat w ould jum p at 
tho opening. 
Many dire predictions were 
ventured as to what tho day would bring forth. 
As the time for the opening of tho exchange 
drew near the street in front of the main eu- 
trance of the exchange was crowded with a 
struggling mass of excited men trying to get 
as close as they could to the great doors.

Over ‘.AH),000 shares changed 
hands in t ho period named, and prices had 
dropped 1 to 8 per cent., led by the stocks 
previously mentioned. 
After the first half 
hour there was a steadier feeling up to 11 
o’clock, with some recovery, but after that 
hour everything began to decline again, and 
at 2 p. in., when the bottom was reached, 
prices showed a falling off of from 2 to 10 
points. 
At noon 680,OoO shares had changed 
hands. 
The failure of J. L. Marx & Co., 
which was announced at 12:30, had a depress­ 
ing effect, but tow ard the close, as no other 
failures were reported, there was a steadier 
feeling, and at tho close a recovery of prices 
of from 1 to 1 points was recorded. 
There was, in fact, but one complete fail­ 
ure on the floor of the stock exchange and 
tiiat was of a firm which for nearly twenty 
years has stood the brunt of every financial 
crisis. 
When this suspension was announced 
in the stock board it was quickly followed by 
reports of other like crushes, and )t is diffi­ 
cult to describe the scene witnessed from the 
spectator’s gallery of brokers nearly frantic 
from the over increased excitement and 
strain.

of hi Exchange place, were unable to meet 
their liabilities. 
Ludwig M arx is the solo 
member ot tiie firm and lias been< lo:ng busi­ 
ness under tho above title for years, 
llis 
firm has always done a safe business and lias 
been known as 0110 of the most reliable houses 
in the street 
His liabilities aggregate in the 
neighborhood of $ 100,00'). 
He settled his 
liabilities in the exchange and his present in­ 
debtedness is to outside parties. 
Then followed rumors that several banks 
wore in close quarters, but the clearing house 
people said all the banks, even those which 
w ere essentially * brokers’ banks, had made 
satisfactory settlements and were sound be­ 
yond doubt. 
Of course there were theories 
innumerable to account for the trouble. 
Ja y 
Gould, Addison Cammack, and others wore 
charged with precipitating the difficulty, but 
the charge was denied and Gould said he had 
not sold a share of stock for over a year. 
The best opinion was that the cause of the 
panic was that there hail been too much 
sInoculation in “ wild, cat” securities and the 
banks had concluded to stop accepting such 
for collateral.

T he L lam as of B olivia. 
On leaving 
Tup iza we p assed the first 
Hamas, driven by Indians. The llamas are 
very UReful and rather p retty animals. When 
full grown they are the size of stags, and are 
very gentle and tame. They have beautiful 
liquid ey es and are imp ressive. Through the 
highlands of Bolivia and Peru they are much 
used for p ack ing merchandise. They carry 
about eighty p ounds. 
Their wool is also 
used. They travel very slowly , about twenty 
miles a day , and can only be managed by 
k indness. When tired out or abused they lie 
down and nothing can mak e them get up . 
Each herd has alway B a leader, which, with a 
bell around his neck , forms a rally ing p oint 
for the rest. Generally the Indians orna­ 
ment them by {musing strings of red wool 
through the ti{)s of their ears, p ierced for the 
p urp ose, and with collars of lik e material. 
They walk with their heads slightly thrown 
back . 
Whether out of p olicy or through a fellow­ 
ship of p atience I cannot say , but tho Qui- 
choas treat the llamas very k indly . Gen­ 
erally a girl walk s ahead of the troop as a 
guide, and the animals follow without being 
driven. When they hear or see any thing un­ 
usual they stop , throwing their heads for­ 
ward to watch. In the evening, when the 
troop reaches its resting p lace, they are gath­ 
ered close together and a rop e stretched 
around the whole herd. They are then un­ 
loaded and let loose.—Bolivia Cor. San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle. 


I t ’N an A rt to Mix D rink s. 
“Oh, y es, it is a good deal of an art to mix 
drink s p rop erly ,” said the bark eep er, os he 
set the cock tail on the mahogany and p ut fif­ 
teen cents in the drawer. “Some bark eep ers 
mok e big wages, too, because they can mix a 
drink in a fancy shap e, but that's nothing 
comp ared with what some men mak e that 
can mix the liquors themselves.
